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COMMITTEE ON LIBRARY AND READING 

ROOMS. 

Wilmington, Del., April 21, 1903. 

To the President and Board of Managers of The Wilmington 
Institute, 

In presenting their report, the Committee on Wbrary and 
Reading Rooms would call especial attention to that portion of 
the annual report submitted by the Librarian regarding the in- 
crease in circulation, which is about ten per cent, greater than 
last year. This is due partly to the natural growth and the in- 
creasing demand for books from the public in general, but is 
chiefly due to the system recently inaugurated for circulating 
books through the public schools. The monthly reports of the 
Librarian have shown in nearly every case a steady increase in 
each one of these branch depositories. In addition to this the 
scholars are making a more general use of the main library and 
these demands upon the Committee for proper books have made 
it necessary to appropriate a larger amount from our monthly 
allowance, which has prevented us from adding strength to the 
other departments, which would have received more attention if 
the funds were adequate. 

The children's department constantly grows more attractive 
and has grown in two years from an experiment into a very use- 
ful and well established branch of our work. 

The "Tabard Inn Library" which has been so recently added, 
has been received with great favor, notwithstanding there are 
other places in the city where these books can be obtained and it 
is now evident that additional cases of books must be secured to 
meet the growing demand. 

The Librarian's report treats of other details of the year's 
work which all show by comparison with former years, a very 
gratifying result, and which points to the necessity for larger 
expenditures to keep pace with the rapid growth of the work 
before us, as well as for increased accommodations for shelving 
books, etc. 

The Committee desires to express its hearty appreciation of 
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the efficient manner in which the Librarian has performed his 
duties and also to acknowledge the faithful service of all his 
assistants.

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Annual • Report of the Librarian, 

1902— 1903 

To the President and Board of Managers of The Wilmington 
Institute: 

The librarian presents the report of The Wilmington Insti- 
tute Free Library for the year March i, 1902 to February 28, 
1903, covering the ninth year of its administration as a free 
library and the second of the incumbency of the present librarian. 
The period covered has been marked by greater increases in the 
number of registered borrowers and in the number of books loaned 
than have been shown by any earlier report. The large gain in 
both these cases has in part been obtained through the extension 
of the school circulating system. This topic, together with cer- 
tain other new features that have served to increase the popularity 
of the library, will have special mention, in addition to comments 
on the statistics given in the tables subjoined. 

CONTENTS AND ACCESSIONS. 

The accessions number 6,795 bound volumes; but the with- 
drawals were 3,919 volumes, so that the net increase of 2,876 
brings the total strength of the library up to 48,892. The largest 
single item of the accessions is that of fiction (1,849 volumes) and 
the next, juvenile works (1,692 volumes). In the case of fiction, 
the withdrawals (2089 volumes) were larger than the accessions; 
and in the case of juvenile works, the withdrawals ( i ,575 volumes) 
were only slightly exceeded by the accessions. These relatively 
large figures for withdrawals, especially in the case of fiction, are 
to be explained in two ways. First, it was found that there were 
large numbers of titles, particularly of the classics of literature, 
that were represented only by soiled and worn copies of badly 
printed editions. In some cases a systematic study of the shelves 
showed that works that would naturally be in much demand had 
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a relatively small circulation, though represented by a dispro- 
portionately large supply of copies, simply because the editions 
were too unattractive. In the case of other works of command- 
ing merit, the stock was altogether inadequate. On the other 
hand the shelves were burdened with many books, often repre- 
sented by a number of copies, once popular, but now as dead as 
their lack of literary merit deserves. The latter works have been 
withdrawn absolutely; in the case of the former an effort has been 
made to furnish enough clean copies of good editions so that the 
supply will be a little in advance of the demand. The library had 
been furnishing a fair supply of attractive copies of popular suc- 
cesses of doubtful literary value. Though this practice has not 
been relinquished, yet the emphasis is not now placed there, but 
has, perhaps, been shifted so that it is regarded as a first care to 
supply the demand for the works of undoubted literary value. 
A further examination of the table of additions (Table A) 
shows a relatively large number in the class literature (452 
volumes). This is the result of efforts to round out our collection 
by the purchase of complete editions of the world's most famous 
writers. In the choice of editions in this field, much assistance 
has been gained from the list of the now famous **Standard 
Library** of the Providence Public Library. Our policy of buying 
a large proportion of the standard works of literature is the same 
as that pursued by many other libraries. One reason for such a 
policy is that the operation of the net price system, as adopted 
by the American Publishers Association, has so raised the prices 
of new books as practically to prohibit the purchase of any except 
those that are imperatively needed. The book fund has been ex- 
pended where best returns could be obtained, that is to a great 
extent on older literature, bought from auction, second-hand 
and remainder catalogues and by importation. In this way the 
library has been permanently improved. The large increase in 
circulation shows that the library has not suffered in popularity 
by the adoption of this policy. 

PAMPHLETS AND INVENTORY. 

The library has received during the year 1,727 pamphlets, 
all by gift. Many of these have been catalogued and added to 
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the resources of the library. A special effort has been made to 
secure state, city and county reports and the reports of local 
charitable and social institutions and societies. It seems fitting 
that this material, generally so little prized at the time of its 
publication, but frequently so important for reference, should be 
collected in this library. Most public oflScers and secretaries of 
societies have responded to requests for these reports, appreciating 
the value of having them filed here. It would be gratifying if 
those in charge of the distribution of such reports would recognize 
the expediency of placing them here and would send them 
voluntarily. 

During the year a careful inventory of all classes of books 
(exclusive of fiction and juvenile works) has been made by com- 
parison between the shelf list and the books on the shelves or 
charging cards. When it is considered that not since the library 
became free has an inventory been made, the figures of 538 books 
for adult readers not accounted for will not seem high. From 
time to time an effort has been made to find the books unaccounted 
for and each search brings some of them to light. It is likely, 
however, that some of them are lost beyond recovery and will 
have to be so charged in our accession book. Such losses are 
inevitable in a library having open shelves but are not excessive 
when the smaller expense of administration with open access is 
taken into consideration. There has been no opportunity to 
make an inventory of the fiction since the recataloguing of that 
class has been finished. It has been found necessary to make a 
separate shelf list for the school duplicates. When that is done 
an inventory of juvenile works will be made. 

A table, not heretofore given in our library reports, is pre- 
sented in the present report. In Table C, the cost of additions 
by classes is given. The discrepancy between the total expendi- 
tures for books, as given in this table and the same total pre- 
sented in the treasurer's report, is accounted for by the fact that 
some books were purchased and paid for in the year 1 901 -'02 
but not accessioned until the year under review. 
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REGISTRATION STATISTICS. 

During the year 4,862 new cards have been issued to bor. 
rowers, of which 184 were for the Rockford branch. The net 
registration at the close of the previous year was 17,971. After 
deducting cancelled and expired cards (606) the cards in force at 
the end of this year number 22,227. Of this number 934 are 
held by persons not residents of Wilmington, an increase of 222. 
There have been but 122 special cards issued to teachers, instead 
of 188 the previous year. The public school pupils holding cards 
number 9,739 in place of 7,166 the year before — a gain of 2,573. 
This increase of borrowers among pupils has been largely brought 
about by the extension of the circulating system in the schools. 
In order to tie the children to the library as well as to make them 
feel their responsibility for books borrowed, teachers are urged 
(though not required) to induce children to make out borrowers 
applications and have them signed by parents. When parents 
are unwilling to become responsible, teachers are asked to sign 
the blanks, though the library never enforces a penalty from a 
teacher in case books are lost or damaged by pupils. 

HOME CIRCULATION. 

The total number of volumes circulated for home use was 
226, II I , a gain of 22,221 . From the central library the circulation 
was 200,012, as against 198,066 for the previous year and 138,676, 
for the first year of the administration as a free library. The 
central library was open 311 days, with a daily average circula- 
tion of 648. The percentage of adult fiction advanced a fraction 
of a per cent — from 49.53 to 49 86. 

Beginning with January i, the library subscribed for the 
so-called club service of the Tabard Inn Library, which is con- 
ducted by the Booklovers Library. With this service the library 
has secured a handsome revolving book-case containing 125 
volumes of the latest popular works. These books have been 
made free to all holders of library cards. Once a month the 
library may exchange all or any part of these books for others in 
greater demand. The Tabard Inn books have so far been popu- 
lar and the adoption of this plan bids fair to prove an economical 
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measure. Through it the library secures copies of new books of 
temporary popularity to meet demands without making them a 
permanent part of the library. In the case of other new books 
of more permanent value, which should undoubtedly be added to 
the library, one or two copies would be quite sufficient to meet 
the demands a few months after publication; but to satisfy the 
immediate, acute demand more copies are required and the Tabard 
Inn furnishes these and thus relieves the library of the necessity 
of over duplication through purchase. It may be desirable to in- 
crease the service to 250 books or perhaps 375; but this increase 
may well be postponed until after the summer season. 

SCHOOL CIRCULATION. 

As pointed out in the last annual report, the books sent to 
the fourteen schools most remote from the library were prepared 
for home circulation. During the summer months, at the request 
of the Superintendent of Public Education, all of the books sent 
to the schools were prepared for home circulation. Thus far all 
but eight of the twenty- nine schools have availed themselves of 
the privilege of circulating into the homes of the children the 
books sent to them. Most of the schools that have not yet under- 
taken to circulate the books are comparatively near the library, so 
that at least the older pupils take books from the central library. 
In view of the fact that at least a third of the 4,331 volumes now 
deposited in the schools are used only for reference, it is gratify- 
ing to note that the school circulation amounted to 16,920. The 
largest circulation from any one school was that at No. 25 which 
numbered 2,277. This was obtained from a library of 186 
volumes. The next largest figures were those of No. 24 which 
showed a circulation of 2,057 from a library of 301 volumes. The 
plan of circulating books from the public schools, as originally 
worked out by the Buffalo Public Library, requires that there be 
deposited in each school at least one volume for every pupil. If 
this library followed this plan in its entirety, we should have at 
least 1 1 ,000 volumes for this purpose. Unquestionably the num- 
ber of our school duplicates should be greatly increased if possi- 
ble. Principals are reporting that, with the proportionately small 
number of books at hand, they are soon read by all the pupils and 
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the interest flags. When it is considered that not only the school 
children but parents and older brothers and sisters read the books 
taken from the schools, and since, as most students of education 
agree, the taste for good literature can be best developed during 
the period of school life, it can be readily seen that this is one of 
the most important branches of the work which the library has 
undertaken and the one from which best educative results may 
be expected. 

THE children's ROOM. 

The work of the children's department has been extended 
and developed along the lines sketched in the last report. It 
should be observed that the juvenile circulation forms 37.8 per 
cent of the total circulation of the central library. This is a slight 
increase in proportion over that of the year previous. All books 
from the adult department drawn by children (whether for them- 
selves or for their parents) are charged at the juvenile loan desk; 
thus 43.7 per cent of the entire circulation of the central library 
is charged at the desk in the children's room. 

Much care has been given to the selection of books for the 
children's department. The principle has been adopted that it 
is much better to have a large number of copies of books known 
to be valuable than to add every new children's book regardless 
of its worth. Fortunately children do not read the literary re- 
views or book advertisements to any great extent and, con- 
sequently, it is not necessary to buy for them books boomed into 
popularity until their literary merit can be determined. The 
policy of adding to the titles in the children's department has 
not only been conservative but as books already there have worn 
out they have been carefully studied and in case of doubt have 
not been replaced. It is gratifying to note that the most popular 
book in the children's department is Longfellow's *Toems*' of 
which the library has 105 copies, either complete or partial 
editions. 

The work of preparing picture bulletins and lists of books 
regarding special topics or seasons has been followed up and has 
served to make the department attractive and popular. Mention 
should be made of the special exhibit of matter pertaining to the 
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colleges of the country. Last summer it was announced that the 
Wilmington High School had increased its course so that it would 
hereafter offer preparation more adequate for entrance to college. 
The library took this opportunity of endeavoring to direct the 
minds of the young coUegeward by displaying views of college 
buildings, portraits of famous college presidents and professors, 
and college pennants. A large number of colleges sent illustra- 
tive matter and local alumni of these institutions loaned the 
pennants. With the help of them, the children's room presented 
for some weeks a festive appearance. At the same time a list of 
college stories was prepared. Not only were these read but many 
young people examined the various college catalogues shelved in 
the reading room. 

REFERENCE WORK. 

One of the least satisfactory parts of the library work is that 
of the reference department. During the year the department 
has been strengthened by the addition of a number of sets of 
magazines and of several important bibliographies, cyclopaedias 
and dictionaries in various branches of knowledge. Although 
there are some works which it is still imperative to have and 
more which it would be desirable to place in this collection, yet 
the reference collection is a fairly good one for a library of this 
size. The unsatisfactory part is that it is possible to give so 
small an amount of aid and guidance to users of the library. So 
far as the multiplicity of his duties will permit, the librarian does 
give assistance to readers in looking up special topics. The 
children's librarian devotes considerable time to reference work 
for the children and for the teachers in connection with their 
school subjects. All of the desk attendants also, as far as possi- 
ble, respond to any calls for books or articles on requested sub- 
jects; but the work which is done along this line is necessarily 
limited by the fact that the time of the various assistants is almost 
entirely occupied by the more imperative duties of the circulation 
department and that thus far it has been impossible to commit 
the reference work to one person, who shouki have special train- 
ing for it, organize the department and give it adequate attention. 
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THE ROCKFORD BRANCH. 

The plan of keeping the Rockford branch open from 4 to 
5.30 p. m. during the school year in addition to the previous 
hours of 7 to 9 p. m. only has added greatly to the popularity of 
the branch. As a large proportion of the users of the library are 
children, many of whom could not come in the evening, it was 
found desirable to make this extension. As a result, the circu- 
lation of the branch was 9,179 instead of 5,824, a gain of 3,355 
over the previous year. There are now 551 borrowers registered 
at this branch, a gain of 142 over last year. The success of this 
branch and the applications that have come to us for branches in 
other parts of the city point out avenues for a further needed 
extension of our work, provided funds to meet these demands 
can be obtained. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

Since the close of the year under review, the library has 
begun the publication of a Bulletin described in its title as ''a 
monthly annotated record of additions.'* Heretofore the library 
has had to rely upon the generosity of the local newspapers, in 
which brief titles of books added have been published from time 
to time. The Morning News has placed at the disposal of the 
library increased space in which are now published somewhat full 
title entries of the books added, together with notes descriptive 
of the contents of these books. The latter are in some cases 
original and in others copied or condensed from literary journals 
of merit. This matter is set in linotype and the type is kept and 
reprinted in the monthly bulletin. In this way the cost of com- 
position is saved to the library and the only expense is for the 
makeup, presswork, paper and binding. The Bulletin is for free 
distribution at the library. It is hoped that it wili prove a help- 
ful measure and will bring to the attention of readers books that 
they might otherwise overlook. 

A list of "100 of the Best Novels for General Reading" was 
issued in December. Three thousand copies were printed and 
most of them have already been distributed. In the introduction 
to this list, it was suggested that readers use it in calling for 
books at the library. It has had a noticeable effect in increasing 
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the popularity of the books included, all of which are novels of 
merit. 

The library has also distributed, either at the desk or through 
the mail, to those thought to be interested, special lists prepared 
at other libraries or furnished by publishers. Among the lists 
distributed are those issued by the New York Library Associa- 
tion on such topics as ** Debating," "Civil Government,*' 
'*Botany,*' ''Gardening/' etc. and the admirable list of **One 
Hundred Entertaining Biographies" issued by the Carnegie 
Library of Pittsburg. From Houghton, Mifflin & Co., the 
library has received lists of books on ** Birds" and their own pub- 
lication as included in the '*Best Books" chosen by the book 
board of the New York State Library and those included in the 
**Suggestive List" issued by the Wisconsin Free Library Com- 
mission. Ginn & Co. furnished copies of a list of * 'Out-of-door- 
Books," also a list of '^Children's Books;" Charles Scribner's 
Sons supplied copies of a list of "Nature Books;" and D. C. 
Heath & Co. sent to the library a supply of pamphlets entitled 
"The Right Reading for Children" by Charles Welsh. 

FURNITURE AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

The papering of the librarian's office and the workroom, since 
the period covered by this report, has added greatly to the appear- 
ance of these rooms and to the comfort of the staflE. Two new 
bulletin boards, placed near the desk, have afforded an oppor- 
tunity for the displaying of a large number of views interesting 
to adult readers. These boards are in the form of swinging doors 
placed over the cases of bound periodicals. The latter are easily 
accessible. The chairman of the reading section of the New 
Century Club has asked that another bulletin board be placed in 
the library on which announcements, lists, and other matter, 
especially interesting to club members, be displayed and this has 
been promised for the beginning of the next season. 

A vertical filing cabinet for filing correspondence, bills, as 
well as pictorial matter for bulletin board work and a new safe 
for the storing of library records have proved great conveniences. 
A case, similar to those used in hotels for the displaying of time 
tables, containing 32 compartments, has been put into the library. 
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In this are kept the latest catalogues and publishers' announce- 
ments so that they may be available for readers who may wish to 
consult them in the selection of books. 

During the year, a number of framed pictures have been 
hung at the ends of the cases and add greatly to the appearance 
of the room. Sixteen large photographs of the Yosemite, the 
gift of Mrs. Job H. Jackson, also serve to make the library more 
cheerful. 

CO-OPERATION WITH THE MEDICAL SOCIETY. 

The recently organized New Castle County Medical Society, 
wishing to have a medical library, has made a beginning toward 
the formation of one by co-operation with this library. The library 
has entered into an arrangement by which the sum contributed 
by the society is duplicated by the library. For the first year 
$60 has been devoted to the purchase of medical books and to a 
subscription to the British Medical Journal. In addition American 
Medicine is regularly sent to the library by Dr. J. A. EUegood 
and the Journal of the American Medical Association comes as 
the gift of Dr. Ralph P. Stubbs. 

CARD CATALOGUE. 

The library has continued to catalogue its books, as far as 
possible, with the help of the cards prepared at the Library of 
Congress. Every week we receive a selection from the cards 
printed covering books most useful for college and public libraries 
together with cards for fiction and juvenile works. These are 
filed away and it is found that a large number of the books bought 
by this library are covered by them, so that it is possible to order 
by number cards enough completely to catalogue them. During 
the past year, it has been found possible not only to keep fairly 
well abreast of the current cataloguing but to lecatalogue fiction 
and some other books, especially those in series. There have 
been 10,552 cards added to the catalogues for 3,549 titles. 

Partly because the cards received from the Library of Con- 
gress are thicker than those which form the body of the catalogue 
and partly from the fact that a greater number of cards has been 
added to the catalogue than in any previous year, the sixty 
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drawer cabinet has been outgrown. A twenty drawer cabinet 
was first purchased but with the introduction of needed guide 
cards, it was found that this too would soon be inadequate so 
that a second sixty drawer cabinet like the original has been 
ordered. 

GIFTS. 

The gifts of the year, as presented in Table F., amount to 
713 volumes, 1,727 pamphlets, 2,729 numbers of periodicals, 
besides pictures and other matter for exhibition purposes. Several 
publishers slso sent supplies of book-marks and booklets, adver- 
tising their publications, for the purpose of distribution to library 
readers. 

The library continues to be indebted to a large number of 
Wilmingtonians who send either regularly or on special appeal 
extra copies of illustrated magazines or other pictorial matter. 

MISCE1.1.ANEOUS. 

By direction of the Board, the librarian attended the annual 
meeting of the Keystone State Library Association, held at 
Williamsport, Pa., in October. He also attended the joint annual 
meeting of the New Jersey Library Association and the Pennsyl- 
vania Library Club held at Atlantic City in March. He has been 
present at most of the stated meetings of the latter club in 
Philadelphia and the entire staff, with two exceptions, attended 
the November meeting and heard an inspiring address by John 
Cotton Dana, librarian of the Newark, N. J., Public Library. 
This meeting was held in connection with a Library Institute 
conducted by the club at the Drexel Institute. The three appren- 
tices of our staff were sent to this institute to receive the instruc- 
tion given there. As in the previous year, membership in the 
State Library Commission has necessitated occasional trips to 
Dover on the part of the librarian. 

During the year, the library has lost three members of its 
staff by resignation. The assistant librarian, Mrs. Mary A. 
Resag, after fourteen years of service and Miss Katharine Brad- 
ford, after long service at the loan desk, withdrew from library 
work. Miss LiHie C. Bryer, who had been employed by the 
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library first at the loan desk and during the year 1 901 -'02 as 
children's librarian, in October entered the Training School for 
Children's Librarians at the Carnegie Library of Pittsbtirg. Miss 
Bryer is now in charge of one of the branch reading rooms of 
that library. The librarian cannot express too strongly his 
appreciation of the faithful and efficient service of his staff and 
their cordial co-operation with him in carrying on the work. 
This applies not only to those who have taken up the work of the 
departments left vacant by resignation, but also to those who have 
continued in their former places. The apprentice system, in vogue 
in so many libraries, has been adopted in this one. Through it 
the library has been able to test the capabilities of applicants 
before definitely adding them to its staff. 

A second year of service has strengthened the librarian's 
feeling that the spirit of self-sacrifice and cordial and sympathetic 
interest in all library affairs, is represented in your Board in as 
high a degree as it is possible to find in any library Board in the 
country.
